At Blackburn it young man named 
Gillot foil dow n "dead while playing ot a 
game called "buck," mid tmotbor young 
wmi, anxious to take the news to his 
parents, run in grout lnisto and burst a 
blood vessel in bis bead, which instantly 
proved fatal. 

A case of suicide of an extraordinary 
character lias just occurred at Buck- 
ingham, Mr. William Turner, tho 
borough assessor, having hanged himself 
In consequence of a young lady named 
Clark having accused him of seducing 
her. Tho deceased was found hanging 
from the branch of an apple tree in his 
gai'don, and in one of his iiockoN n. letter 
was found, which said— "They falsely ac- 
cuso me of a sin which I did not commit. 
I said all J. could to prove my innocence, 
but tho wretched thing persisted in her 
statement. My reason is going. God 
forgive mo ! If anything happonSj tho 
sin lies at their door. Who surely will 
confess tho truth. God forgive bor 1 
Madness point.'' At the inquest a vor- 
dict of "Temporary insanity" was return- 
ed. Deceased was a widower, and has 
left ten children. Flo was a member of 
tho Royal Bucks Yeomanry, and was 
aide-de-camp to the Duko of Bucking- 
bam. 

Tho Scotsman publishes statistics show- 
ing that the number of persons arrested 
for drunkenness in Scotland during tho 
year ended 30th Juno last -was 51,330, of 
whom 31 ,140 were "drunk and incapable," 
and 23,181 "drunk and •disorderly." 

Tho Bishop of Manchester has just 
preached a sermon at C'ollyburst, pointing 
out tho dangers of dancing and music sa- 
loons to tho youth of both soxes. Ho was 
Hot prepared, however, to "talk such non- 
senso as to say that dancing was a damn- 
ing sin, or that the music saloon might 
notbo a place of lawful enjoyment." He 
danced when ho was ayonng man, and ho 
thanked God that there were places in 
•which music and dancing might bo en- 
joyed under "conditions of safety." Tho

' THE SILVEbTnUISANCE.' 

Silver has become a drng, a nuisauco. 
It is the post of storekeepers, and tho 
horror of Banks. Sorne two months ago 
a discount of 3 per cent, on all sums over 
810 was decreed by ourbankers.intho hope 
of checking the volume of argentiferous 
coin that had set in strongly f rom tho Amer- 
ican side towards their vaults. The check 
was only temporary. So long as silver 
conldbehodut7 per cent, discount at 
Portland and San Francisco, it was not to 
bo expected that an opportunity to sell it 
again at 3 per cent, would bo neglected. 
Tho result has been that tho quantity of 
American silver in circulation in this 
city has boon steadily increasing until at 
last it has roachod dimensions that threat- 
en to unsettle the prices of goods and 
almost stop tho circulation of gold c( 
On Thursday the Banks raised tho rato of 
discount to 5 per cent.; but will that rato 
stop tho influx of silver from tho Ameri- 
can sido ? Wo foar not. If silver can bo 
purchased at seven per cont. discount at 
Portland and San Francisco, and sold at 
live por cent, discount at Viotoria, it will 
continue to find its way horo. It is in 
keeping with natural laws that it 
should do so; and presently tho 
bankers aud merchants will find their 
gold replaced by silvor coin. At San 
Francisco, on nearly ovory Btrcot corner 
in the business part of tho town, one soes 
in the brokers' windows, signs bearing 
this inscription : "Twenty-one dollars 
and forty cents in silver for twenty 
dollars in gold." All", transient visitors 
to that oity avail thomsolves of tho offer 
dispose of their gold and niako their 
purchases in silver, which is still taken at 
par in trade. As a matter of course, tho 
distress of the mercantile classes— who 
muBt pay their eastern liabilities and tho 
customs duties in gold — is very groat; and 
all sorts of devices have been suggested 
for collecting tho ^discount over tho 
counter by advancing tho prices of goods 
These devices have failed for want of 
unanimity among tho dealers. It sooms 
Btraage that a practical pooplo like those 
of Sau Francisco, who rejoct tho green- 
back and carry on business upon a gold 
basis, should be unable to fix on a uni 
form rato at which they will receive 
silver. If tho banks have no difficulty in 
determining tho market -value of silvor, 
•why should not their valuation regulato 
the rato of silver in trade V 

As wo have stated, the Banks in this 
oity have advanced the rate of discount on 
silvor to five per cent. There is every 
likelihood that before the month i3 out 
the rata will bo assimilatod to that of 
San Francisco, as a measure of self-pro- 
tection—to save tho City from being 
flooded with tho depreciated coin from 
abroad. Seven per cent, discount at tho 
Banks means a loss to tho merchant of 8" 
upon every S100 in silver which he may- 
take at par in exchange for his merchan- 
dise. This would render many businesses 
unprofitable and, after a time, would 
seriously embarrass many who, although 
soiling for silver, have to make their pay- 
ments in gold. This stato of things ought 
not to prevail in this city. Thoro is no 
just reason why Bilver should pass In 
trado a*, a higher rate than it will pass at 
tho bankers. Some weeks ago Califor- 
nians depreciated tho trado-dollar. Vic- 
torians wero scarcely awaro of the depre- 
ciation before there was a shower of 
trade-dollars* Everyone had more than 
his share, taken at par. Suddenly, the 
merchants declined to tnko tho coin at a 
higher ruto than 90 cents, and tho trado- 
dollar disappeared from circulation as 
, rapidly as it had como in. Tho present 
plaguo of silver coin might bo checked 
by ttio adoption of a similar drastic mea- 
sure. Let tho merchants follow the 
example of tho Banks and doclino to rn- 
ooivo in trado silver at a rato higher than 
its market valuo. Tho evil would bo 
chocked almost immediately. Certainly 
a loss would bo sustained by the presont 
holders of the coin ; but it would be bet- 
tor to suffer loss now and done with it 
than to rofuse to adopt stringent moasnros 
and lose Roven por cent, on every transac- 
tion in tho future. Wo tlo not seo that it 
would bo necessary to receive tho "legal 
tondor of ton dollars in silver coin" at par; 
for suroly if a piece of silvor marked "ono 
dollar" is worth only 93 eonts.tho remain- 
ing sovon cents must bo supplied boforo 
tho sum tonderod can be called a "legal 
tondor." Tho occasion is ono that would 
soem to call for unitdd and early action 
on tho part of tho merchants of Viotoria if 
thoy -wish to save themselves from serious 
iuconvonience and loss through tho ship- 
ment hither of considerable quantities of 
Amorican silvor which can easily evade 
the Customs duty.

Piarties, Dlimeia, Hoceptlons, etc, to lju 
Given tills Winter— A Chuptor of Pleas- 
ant Gossip. 



A Washington cor espondent, gossiping 
on "society," says there is a general gloom 
over the horizon of our "Wost Eud" this 
fall — thoro is wailing in tents of society, 
for debutantes uro plenty, partners scarce, 
aud pap-,s stingy. Star after star that 
sparkled in tho gay winter skies has sub- 
sided to the fixity and diuiuoss of matri- 
mony, while others that shouo even as 
comets, duzzliug all eyes, havo fallen 
from their orbits, and darkness marks 
their pathways. 

True, tho Prosidout's family aro going 
to givo ono superb party, already blazoned 
in the newspapers — a sort of "farewell 
appearance" one might say, aud to con- 
tinue tbealricttlly"positively for ono night 
only," and exclusive to tho very winnow 
ing and skimming of uppertendom wheat 
aud milk. So, with such discouraging con- 
ditions, wo cannot expect overybody to bo 
glad.

To a party not Invited. 

Among tho Cabinet tho tokens of con- 
viviality aro not many. Tho Fishes, of 
course, will givo a series of magnificent 
dinner parties, and two obligatory even- 
ing receptions. With tho exception of 
Mr. Richardson's administration, tho Sec- 
retaries of ■ tho Treasury havo not been 
conspicuous for social display. Mr. Bout- 
woll positively declined to entertain, be- 
causo ho could not afford it; Mr. Bristow 
did what custom demanded, but no more; 
and Mr. Morrill's tastes aro not thoso of 
a society man. In Mr. Belknap's place 
we havo a quiet, reserved gentleman, Mr. 
J. Douald Cameron— or "Bon," for short 
— much more of a politician than a host, 
who is vastly different from his prede- 
cessor; nor will any successor to her posi- 
tion disturb tho memories of tho unfortu- 
nate lady whose brief reign closed so dis- 
astrously. Mr. Bobesou has always en- 
tertained well, but not extravagantly, so 
he will not probably launch into any un- 
usual display this winter, unless, indeed, 
his tilts with investigating committees last 
session make him feel extra festive. 

The Postmaster-Generalship hns hc- i 
rather unfortunato; the Creswells kept 
open houso ou a grand scale for three 
years, i» u a *i, or , failed. I believe. Tho 
Jewels launched out on tuo sul-ulu ui 
magnificeuco bravely, but their unfor- 
tunate discrimination in tho ehampaguo at 
their first grand party raised such a storm 
of riJiculo that they never dared hoist 
sail again. Mr. Jewell had coddled the 
press well when they first came into 
power, but ho couldn't rally from that 
blow— not even tho supposed friendship 
of tho Czar of all tho Russias availed him 
— for a Washington reception crowd will 
endure anything but a poor supper. Mr. 
and Mrs. Tynor, our present Postmaster 
(and Postmistress) Generul are extremely 
agreeable people, but too wise, I fancy, 
to waste time, money or strength ou the 
hordo of curious aud ill-bred strangers 
who feel privileged to forago upon the 
public officials iu this city. Tho Chan- 
dlers have always lived aud entertained 
expensively; tho only difference now will 
be that they will have " Wednesdays' 
Cabinet day, instead of "Thursdays" 
Senutor's day. 'lhere are traditions in 
tho Attorney-General's ofllco that may 
make Mrs. Tuft shy of anv groat dis- 
play, for there was Mrs. Williams, you 
rt'inember, whoso star guided till Mrs. 
Belk.jap's rose. Tho men flocked aftor 
Mrs. Belknap at an evening party to soo 
her eyes llasb above tho feathers of her 
fan, or waited an hour by her carriage 
door to fold her white opera clonk around 
her whiter arms and shoulders, but they 
camotoMrs. Williams to hear her talk, 
and talk sho did with a certain masculine 
vigor that seemed sometimes almost out 
of place iu her dusky, fragrant parlors. 
Whatever elso Mrs. Williams was, there 
is an Americanism that exactly describes 
her. • Sho is 'smart.' I don't know whe- 
thoo sho would sell post-traderships or 
not, but if sho did I know she wouldn't 
be caught.

Sho drove the finest carriage in 
Washington, but her stay was brief, and 
sho now shines from another sphere 
Whom have wo on the Supreme Bunch to 
pay tho fiddler while society dances V 
Chief Justice Waite'a family, composed 
of a wife and daughter, show noambiiion 
to bo regarded as "leaders." 

In army circles, of course, General 
Sherman loads; but Generul Sherman 
says, with less good seuso than usual, that 
his family cannot live in Washington on 
§13,500 a year. Yet General Sherman 
and his family nro Bociuble, delightful 
people, whom one goes to see for their 
own Bakes, and nor, for tho table they 
spread or the music thoy furnish. Mrs". 
Sherman, through her husband's position 
and hor own Christian character, is cer- 
tainly one to sot a noble example to other 
womon; and what could sho do better 
than live' on hor husband's iocomo iu 
Washington or any other place, no mat- 
ter what that income was. An obscure 
Congressman's wifo, who must bo extra- 
vagant because she cannot be anything 
elso, has somo excuse, but not so with tho 
lady in question, who is an honor to hor 
sex and laith. This outcry against Wash- 
ington expense is foolish, because it lios 
within tho power of those who most la- 
ment it to curtail it, and when ono soon 
people like tho Shermans deferring to 
what might bo described as tho Bel k nap- 
pe ry of Washington society, ha redemp- 
tion seems, indeed hopeless. 

In navy circles there is Admiral Port- 
er's family, always first to bid their guests 
and tho last to dismiss them; but tho 
older daughter was somewhat of an in- 
valid lust season, and the younger disin- 
clined to oxtremo fostivitios, so £ suppose 
they will not bo very gay this winter. 
Their neighbor, tho Beales, are now 
astonishing tho Austrian court, and thus 
is another banquet hall closed. Tho 
Shepherds have failed, but whether that 
disaster will fall on Mr. Shepherd's work- 
men or Mr. Shepherd's friends remains to 
bo seen. Thoro are failures nnd failuros 
you know. 

Mrs. Blaino will probably be too glad 
of the rospito from hor public receptions 
for tho last six years to go out a gre it 
deal; and Mrs. Kerr's Bucoossor, a hostess 
of the Speaker's house, is more domestic 
than fushionitblo in her tastos. 

Down tho long list of Senators' names 
there are but, few social buaoons. Mr. 
Frelhighuyson's family were in mourning 
l ist year, and may he still secluded. Mr. 
Allison, Mr. Kelley, Mr Oglesby and Mr. 
Logan havo agrfoablo wives and daugh- 
ters; but Mrs. Jonoa of Nevada, as lovely 
as uny, will wosr diamond* (hut shall out- 



shino all— diamonds that even Tiffany's 
centennial neckl ice cannot surpass. 

Thus it is, you seo, glancing through 
last year's curd basket, that tho wintor of 
our discontent draws on. Not but what 
there will bo dancing. Good graoious! 
Ono would as soon expect to soo tho mon- 
ument sink into tho earth as not count on 
daucing, but the doingsin tho great whito 
building up on its high hill will over- 
shadow tho receptions of tho West end. 
aud tho papers will havo graver facts to 
chronicle than tho color of Mrs, B.'s liv- 
ery, or the trimming on Mrs. F.'s gown; 
and if Washington society should havo to 
sit mum while American history is un- 
folding, will any one care but tho women 
whoso souls uro wrapped in their dry 
goods, or tho men whoso ambition is 
bounded by a Germau favor ?

Sorman saw a bark off: Neah Bay while 
tho gale was at its height, which, ho 
thinks, may havo oomo to griof.

Turn Gale at Na.n-aimo.— On Wednes- 
day morning this soction of the country 
w as visitod by a severe galo of wind from 
th o Northwest. The bark Halcomb, lying 
at anchor at tho lullast heap in Departuro 
Bay was blown from her moorings. In 
crossing tho bay tho bark at one timo was ) 
almost on hor beam ends, but by Bkillful 
management aho righted, and came to 
anohor near Newcastle Island. The 
steamer Maudo had her pilot house win- 
dows blown in whilo crossing; tho Bay. 
Fortuuatoly all tho vessels in Nanaimo 
harbor wore fast to tho docks and rodo tho 
storm in safety, as also did tho bark 
Wildwood at tho Wellington mine wharf 
and the top-sail schooner .Thos. D. Har- 
rison at the Newcastle mine wharf. Trees 
and fences wero prostrated in every di- 
rection. Sevoral of tho roads loading to 
this city are blocked up with fallen trees 
and should receive the immediate atten- 
tion of the Lands and Works Department. 
Tho farmors of Cedar and Cranberry Dis- 
tricts aro unable to bring their produce 
to market.

A Good Example. 

Editor Colonist : — I notice that the 
grounds of tho Royal Hospital at Spring 
Bid go aro being plantod with evergreen 
trees and I hrubs. This is a sensiblo step, 
"which should be followod by those who 
havo chargo of other public buildings, 
especially tho Marino Hospital and 
Lunat e Asylum on tho Indian Beservo, 
and tho Freo School on Fort street, which 
last occupies perhaps tho finest site in 
Victoria, ami with a very small outlay in 
planting would soon become ono of the 
most attractive features of the city. With 
no wish to detract from tho architectural 
beauty of tho structure, it must bo allow- 
ed that the schoolhousu has a somewhat 
bare and work-a-day appearance, which a 
few clumps of trees judiciously placed 
would relieve. 

Thirty or forty dollars expended this 
season would be worth a hundred next, 
and in tho course of a few years would bo 
beyond price. Or oven better than tho 
improvement iu tho appearance of tho 
grounds, would bo tho shelter afforded 
from the bitter winds of winter and tho 
oppressive sunshine of summer. 

Should tho Government havo no funds 
for tho purpose, I feel suro that thore aro 
thoso who take sufficient interest in tho 
school to present what trees are required. 
If not, they might be dug from the adjoin- 
ing forest; A few cedars and maples, and 
pines of different sorts, with an arbutus 
or two, aro ail that is needed. Whatever

LAST RIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EA.OTJD1U,* BT.VTiae. 

New York, Jan. 12. — Tho Times' Cin- 
cinnati special says it is reported on good 
authority that Gov. Williams has declar- 
ed his intention of putting the Stato mili- 
tia of Indiana at onco on an efficient war 
footing. Officers are to bo appointed to 
traverse the State and enlist men and mus- 
ter volunteers into a legion. A foreo will 
bo organized and armed and put in con- 
dition to be called into active service at a 
moment's warning. The government has 
the power of appointing all the field olli- 
cers abovo major und is himself com- 
mander-iu-ohief. The laws of tho Stito 
provide that tho legion can bo called into 
active service whenever tho government 
declares by proclamation that there is 
war, invasion insurrection or public dan- 
ger or when anyone of these are threaten- 
ed or anticipated ;thia measure carried out 
promptly will put Gov. Williams in com- 
mand of a formidable force. Whether it 
has any especial significance at tho ore- 
sent juncture is a question about which 
there must bo a difference of opinion. 

Nuw York, Jan. 12— Persons horo who 
profess to bo able to read the signs of tho 
times, entertain gloomy forebodiugs for 
tho immediate future. They think tho 
country is on the verge of another terrible 
war; that tho condition of tho feeling 
in this city and Maryland is as bad, if not 
worso.than during the period which pro- 
coded tho tiring on Sumter. 

The Times' Harrisburg special says tho 
representation caucus requested tho Gov- 
ernor to place tho Stato Militia on a war 
footing in viow of the difficulties in tho 
South. 

EUROPE. 

Loneo.n, Jan. 11. — Business at Stock 
Exchange is stagnant, ponding news 
from tho conference at Constantinople. 
Tho prevailing opinion is thoro will bono 
war. Consols aro strong owing to tho 
cheapness of money and tho growing 
opinion that England will not take part 
in any troublo that may occur botweon 
Turkey and Russia. 

Constantinople, Jan. 11. — It is assort- 
ed that although tho Porto maintains its 
opposition to the proposed Internationa] 
Commission and the manner of nom- 
ination in the Provincial Government, it 
is still possible a basis for understanding 
will be found on tho ground of tho An- 
drassy note. 

Tho attitude of Germany excites mis- 
givings. Intelligence comes from Buchar- 
est that frosh means of transport for 
troops, artillery and ammunition are 
arriving at Kisheneff. Tho Czar is ex- 
pected there shortly. 

The Vienna correspondent of tho Sldn- 
dard reports that the Italian delegate to 
tho conference has boon instructed to pro- 
pose removal of tho seal of the conference 
to Vienna if no result is reached in Con- 
stantinople. 

According to a Berlin dispatch it is 
said the Czar demanded an immediate ro- 
port on tho stato of tho southern army. 
He conferred on Wednosday with tho 
Minister of War concerning tho mobili- 
zation of troops. It is reported that 
50,000 rifles from Birmingham havo just 
arrived at Constantinople. A telegram 
from Constantinople says explanations 
were exchanged in the Conference whioh 
further demonstrates tho existence of dif- 
ferences botweon the European powers 
and the Porte. Tho Turks persisted in 
rejeoling the proposals of tho powers, 
especially thoso for subjecting the ap- 
pointment of Governors of Provinces to 
tho approval of tho Powers and for an 
International Commission. Tho Euro- 
peans remained united during tho discus- 
sion.

THE QUEEN'S FAVORITE RESI- 
DENCE. 

Windsor Castle. 

It is doubtful if Versailles itsolf un- 
der the Grand Monarch was tho equal 
of tho Windsor of our epoch, writes 
tho Loudon correspondent of the 
Now York Graphic. Comparison is dif- 
ficult to make between tho two. Ver- 
sailles oven now is liko some vision 
•seen in dreams. This peculiarity, must 
have been only more marked in the 
days of its greatness; but Windsor, 
spite of all its magnificence, tho 
inestimable valuo of the troasuros it 
contains, is, above all and before all, 
a homo— a boautiful.eomfortublo homo, 
standing in a lovely natural park. It is 
not somo weird enchantment wrought 
by tho hands of cunniug treo clippers 
to startle tho observer into amazement 
at strange growths of bushes and magic 
fountains gushing forth from tho 
mouths of fablod monsters; it is an 
ancient castlo, dominating a silvery 
river and surrounded by forest kings 
which roar thoir leafy heads as tho 
mighty gardener willod, and in no 
other way. Gazing on this scone of 
quiet loveliness a feeling of delicious 
repose is mingled with profound 
admiration for Mother Nature The 
tired worker in tho marts of trade, 
especially one who is obliged to do 
battle for lifo iu tho exciting arena of 
American cities, looks reBtfully over 
the lofty ramparts of Windsor Castle, 
upon tho peaceful beauty of park and 
river, of shaven lawn aud clumps of 
flowers, of browsing kino and 
prosperous sheep, and feels the sen- 
timent if ho docs not repeat Shak- 
espeare's words: — 
O God ! methinks it were a happy lifo 
To be no bettor than a homely swain. 
The show-rooms at Windsor aro very 
magnificent indeed. Particularly is St 
George's Hall imposing by roason of 
its grand proportions, whilo the 
audience chamber and tho ball-room 
aro saloons glowing with tho richest 
Gobelin tapestries, with pricleas por- 
traits oy Tuuiiji-i., ....a Lj- „^ „..(, „..a 
out splendour which I cannot depict, 
and to givo even a hint of which, there- 
fore, I must draw upon the iutolligonco 
of the reader. 

private apartments of the queen. 
As usual, however, with such places 
it is not what is shown tho visitor at 
Windsor but what is withcld from him 
that is most interesting, and thntis tho 
private apartments of tho Queen. 
These rooms are situated off the long 
gallery, through which it is the custom 
of tho Queen to accompany guests of 
blood royal who arrive on a visit to 
the castle. This hall is over GOO 
long, and from end to end is crowded 
with worksjof art of notable excellence; 
pictures, mirrors, bronzes, curios of 
ono sort und another almost without 
end jostilo each other thickly; yet amid 
all these marvels of artistic effort one 
simple piece of statuary stands out 
with a touching effect. This is a life- 
like representation in mirblo of the 
Queen bidding udiou to her dying con- 
sort, who with his right hand uplifted 
directs tho attention of his frantic wife 
to , heavenly spheres above. Ono 
would think it would give the poor 
lady a fit of tho blues t o look at this 
stony story of her sorrow; and look at 
it she must every time she goes in and 
out of hor rooms, for tho door to them 
opens just in front of it. 

The Queen's drawing room and 
bedroom aro more simple than thoso 
of some Now York ladies I know. The 
first mentioned is upholstered iu pale 
and blue satin, the walls hung bore 
and thoro with a few family portraits. 
The books of tho day, tho magazines, 
and (whon her majesty is at tho castle) 
tho newspapers are placed here. Iu 
this parlor breakfast is laid each morn- 
ing for tho Queen aud her only un- 
married daughter, tho Princess Boat- 
rice. Lunch and dinner aro served in 
a handsome dining-room on the other 
sido of tho gallery, tho most recent 
adornment of which aro portraits of 
tho Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, 
tho Queen being, it is said, most par- 
ticularly attached to her proud and im- 
perial daughter-in-law. Tho bedroom 
where her widowed majesty sleeps is 
hung with two shades of yellow satin, 
and thoro is littlo adornment to it iu 
tho way of art objects. But if it were 
bare of every yard of hanging, every 
stitch of furniture, il would still pos- 
ess such a vision of loveliness over 
park and stream, meadow and lawn, 
from its windows as would recompense 
for the lack of any of man's adorn- 
ments. It is quite sufficiently provid- 
ed with theso, however, and is a com- 
fortable, elegant, small, and cosy bod- 
room . 

where prince albert died. 
Further on, still supposing w - o are 
following the gallery, tho privileged 
visitor will find tho three rooms which 
wore always occupied at Windsor by 
tho Prince Consort, and have never 
boon used sinco his death. Tho faith- 
ful servitor who points tliom out says 
that nothing has been touched in thorn 
sinco tho fatal 14th of December, 18G1, 
when tho "blameless Prince" quitted 
these scenes of earthly glory to find, 
lot us hope, even more delightful ones 
among celestial spheres. The Prince's 
hat and cano stand where ho last plac- 
ed them; the book he was reading is 
open at tho pngo where bo left off; tho 
bed on which ho slept and whereon ho 
died stands exactly as it did -when he 
breathed his last, an inscription on its 
fool rocords tho date of his birth and 
death. To come daily into theso de- 
sorted rooms and seo for herself that 
tho thoughtless hand of sonio servant 
has not disturbed any of thoir pious 
arrangements; to gazo hor till 
on tuo vacant couch, the unfin- 
ished book; oven (it is said) to hor- 
aolf brush away any trace of dust whioh 



may have fallen within the hour upon 
tho cherishod rolics of her dead hus- 
band, is a duty scrupulously perform- 
ed by this oxaltod woman and good 
wife each day when she is at Windsor. 
It may bo that it is the reports of these 
truly wifely actions — which could not 
degrade a woman if she i -were a queen 
of heaven instead of Empress of India, 
which have spread from lip to lip and 
formed a basis for unfounded gossip 
about the Queen's somi-lunacy con- 
cerning the Prince. That sho causes 
his plato to be placed at all meals, 
talks to him as if ho wore present, and 
other things inoro shocking than thoso 
aro rumours without any grain of truth 
iu them at this timo or formerly. 
magnificence of a mausoleum. 
A week may bo profitably and delight- 
fully spent at Windsor. Twice that timo 
would bo none too much in which to form 
acquaintance with even tho noted objects 
—Virginia Water, tho Homo Park, Wind- 
sor Great Park, the mausoleum of tho 
Duchess of Kent, to which admittance is 
occasionally given, the last resting-placo 
of tho Prince Consort. Tho entrance to 
this Banctuary is so scrupulously guarded 
that even tho Queen's children cannot ou- 
ter thoro without written permit. An ex- 
ception to this rigorous rule is made on 
tho anniversary of the Prince's death— tho 
14th of December— when, after services 
held in the presence of the Queon aloiio, 
member.i of the royal family and certain 
officers of the household aro admitted. 
Eyo has not hitherto soon tho equal in 
magnificence of this mausoleum; imagina 
Hon can scarcely conceive it. Tho rarest 
pictures, tho choicest statues; tho most 
gorgeous gems known to our comprehen- 
sion glitter and glow with an almost bar 
baric splendour on every hand. It has 
already cent £5,000,000 sterling, and is 
not yet finished. Thoso who havo soon 
tho Albert Memorial in Hyde Park will 
have difficulty in understanding bow any- 
thing could bo grander than that; but 
that monument to departed greatness is 
as a dolf plate to a Sevres vase compared 
to the souvenir of her consort which tho 
Queen has erected at Windsor. So great 
is tho gorgoousness displayed in this tri- 
bute that one cannot help wondering what 
finer or more imposing erection mortal 
bands could raise in England over the 
tho body of the Queen herself.

Over the^o glowing magnificences I 
linger liko a honey-boo amid a gardon of 
roses. Ono sip inoro and 1 will tako wing. 
This must bo back in tho castlo again, 
where, behind a secret door issuing from 
tho dining-room, in a comparatively small 
hall not over twenty feet in length, is 
hidden the most extraordinary collection 
of valuables tho world now holds. Tho 
money value of many of tho things here 
is easily estimated, for thoy aro precious 
stones which, without any enhancing of • 
tect of association, setting, &o., would 
sail in the open market for £20,000,000. 
Thore is a peacock of life sizo whoso body 
aud whose fan are set with gems so num- 
erous and so rare that not a goldsmith in 
this city but would esteem him cheap at 
£50,000. There is an Indian sabre whose 
sheath is decked with diamonds worth 
£1,000. There uro tho teals all the arms, 
the gold and diamond mounted toilet ar- 
ticles which onco belonged to Tipoo Sahib; 
the magnificent crown wrestodfrom the last 
King of Delhi ; much pricolcss loot taken 
by British forces in China. Thoso aro 
things whose marketable \alueare well de- 
fined ; but think of the satisfaction which 
a romantic mind must iV-ol in possessing 
tho Bword worn by Christopher Colum- 
bus, tho bull which killed Nelson at 
Trafalgar, the Order of the Garter worn 
by Wellington, tho sheath of tho sabre 
used by William tho Conquoror, and tho 
key to Winder Castlo which was made for 
Queen Mary in 1551 and which is a work 
of art such as our iron ago cannot rival. 
During his lifetime Prince Albert passed 
hours together amid this marvellous col- 
lection, labelling and putting tho objects 
in order. The Queen now frequently 
romes here. But every day, fair or foul 
nho retires to the mausoleum in tho park, 
and, locking horself within tho sanctuary 
where lies her (load, sho meditates on the 
inHcrutablo destiny of prince aud of peas- 
ant.
